Soiv  the  seeds  thinly,  in  roivs,  in  the  early  spring,  and  dig  up 
and  plant  in  permanent  bed  the  follozving  early  spring.  Set  the 
plants  not  closer  than  15  in.  apart  in  trenches  •with  the  tip  of  the 
plant  6  to  8  in.  belo’w  the  surface  of  the  ground,  spreading  the 
roots  out  evenly  in  all  directions.

For  late  Cabbage  in  this  vicinity,  the  seed  should  be  so'wn 
in  first  half  of  May  and  the  plants  set  out  the  last  half  of 
June  in  ro’ws  2  to  3  feet  apart  and  the  plants  about  2  feet 
apart.

For  early  Cauliflozver,  the  seed  should  be  started  very 
early  in  the  spring,  so  the  plants  can  be  strong  and  hard¬ 
ened  and  ready  to  set  out  in  April.  For  late  use  the  seed 
can  be  planted  in  the  middle  of  May  and  the  plants  set 
out  the  latter  half  of  June.  We  recommend  to  treat  the 
bed  ‘with  Semesan  or  Formaldehyde  Dust  before  seeding, 
as  the  small  plants  are  apt  to  damp  off. 

Early  Danish  Snowball . Small  Pkt.  .10 

Our  most  popular  variety.  It  is  very  early  but 
equally  eood  for  late  planting. 

Early  Erfurt  Dwarf . 

About  a  week  later  than  Snowball.  Leaves  a  little 
taller  and  the  heads  more  flat. 

Dry  Weather  or  Danish  Giant . . 

Taller  and  later  than  Erfurt,  has  more  leaves  and 
rounder  heads.  Extra  good  for  late  planting  as  the 
heavy  foliage  is  a  protection  against  hot  weather.

Erfurt.

New  variety  from  Holland.  Large  Snow  white  heads.

Also  called  French  Endive.  Seeded  in  May  and  in  the 
Fall  the  roots  are  dug  up,  planted  again  in  a  dark 
•warm  basement  or  like  place  in  boxes,  kept  moist,  and 
the  fresh  leaves  or  sprouts  •which  then  gro’w  up  dur¬ 
ing  the  Winter  months  are  used  for  salads. 

CELERIAC  OR  ROOT  CELERY 

Seed  should  be  started  under  glass  in  March,  and  the 
plants  set  out  in  rich,  fairly  moist  ground  in  late  May. 
Set  the  plants  about  D/z  feet  apart.

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CELERY 

F or  early  celery  the  seed  can  be  planted  in  early  March, 
under  glass,  and  the  plants  set  out  when  no  more  heavy 
frost  is  expected.  For  late  celery  seed  can  be  sown  outside 
in  May  and  have  strong  plants  ready  by  the  middle  of 
June.  The  best  soil  for  celery  is  well  cultivated  and 
well  powdered  peat  soil.  The  plants  can  be  planted 
6  to  9  inches  apart  in  single  rows  about  2  feet  or  more 
apart,  or  can  be  planted  in  double  rows  6  to  9  inches 
apart  and  2-3  feet  between  each  double  row.  Bleaching 
sh  ould  be  started  at  least  2  weeks  before  harvest,  and  can 
be  done  with  a  wide  board,  special  paper,  or  the  soil 
can  be  hilled  up  around  the  plants.  An  ounce  of  seed 


should  produce  from  5,000  to  10,000  plants.

A  good  method  where  the  soil  is  not  very  rich,  is  to 
dig  a  trench  and  fill  in  some  fresh  manure  and  then  at 
least  6  inches  of  soil  between  the  manure  and  the  seed.

TOMATO 

One  method  to  grow  early  Tomatoes  is  to  plant  strong,  healthy 
plants  of  a  good  early  variety,  about  7^2  apart,  in  rows 

about  3  feet  apart,  then,  at  the  same  time  set  along  side  each 
plant  a  fairly  heavy  stake.  A  Tonkin  cane,  5  ft.  long  and 
Yz  to  inch  thick  is  good.  As  the  plant  grows,  the  main  or 
center  stem  should  be  tied  loosely  with  Raffia  to  the  stake  and  all 
side-shoots  or  suckers  trimmed  off.  PFhen  5  or  6  flower  clusters 
are  set,  the  top  of  the  plant  should  also  be  taken  off,  but  one 
leaf  must  be  left  over  the  top  flower.  That  way  there  ‘zvill 
not  be  so  many  Tomatoes  on  the  plants,  as  when  letting  it  grow 
its  own  way,  but  the  tomatoes  will  mature  much  earlier  and 
the  fruit  will  be  perfect.  If  more  than  5  or  b  clusters  are 
wanted  from  a  plant,  the  two  bottom  side  branches  can  be  left 
growing  and  tied  on  the  stake,  and  stopped  when  3  clusters 
are  set.

The  culture  of  Petunias  are  very  easy  for  the  small-flo’zvered  or  cheaper  varieties,  as  these  can  be 
soivn  both  inside  and  outside  vuith  a  fair  expectation  of  good  results.  For  the  large- flowered  or 
better  varieties  it  is  more  difficult  to  get  them  started.  For  Alay  blooming,  they  should  be  sown  in 
a  fairly  warm  place  in  January  or  February,  and  the  seeds  just  sprinkled  otl  the  surface  of  very 
fine  sifted  soil  and  kept  moist.  As  soon  as  large  enough  to  move,  they  can  be  transplanted  and 
later  put  in  pots.

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  MAKING  A  LAWN 

In  making  a  neiv  laivn,  the  toil  thould  be  tpaded  very  thoroughly  and  if  any  Quack-grass 
it  present,  all  the  roots  thould  he  picked  out.  The  surface  mutt  be  made  level  at  the  tame  time. 
/Ifter  leveling,  the  toil  thould  be  either  tramped  doiun  or  rolled  with  a  heavy  roller  to  get  the 
foundation  firm.  Seed  thould  be  broad-cast  very  evenly  at  the  rate  of  1  lb.  of  good  clean  teed  to 
about  200  square  feet.  The  teed  thould  then  be  either  covered  with  a  thin  layer  of  soil  or 
chopped  down  and  the  toil  rolled  again  and  watered.  For  repairing  an  old  lawn  we  recommend 
to  scratch  the  tod  thoroughly  and  deep  with  a  rake  to  the  dead  grass  can  be  cleared  off  and  the 
surface  of  the  toil  rough,  then  sprinkle  the  seed.  Now  go  over  the  lawn  again  with  the  bdck 
or  smooth  tide  of  the  rake  to  cover  up  at  much  teed  at  possible.  Another  method  will  be  to 
sprinkle  teed  on  the  old  lawn  and  then  cover  with  at  least  i/2-inch  of  finely  pulverized  peat  moss. 
Once  in  a  while  the  lawn,  especially  an  old  one,  thould  be  given  an  application  of  tome  good  plant 
food  containing  Nitrogen.
